Wo have already spoken -smere than anos 
of.the troubles that are bennd to ansne in 
China as eoon as the whole of the Imperial: 
Maritime Custome net revanue is taken for 
the service of the loans. Herstofore the 
provinoial goveraments bave taken # portion 
of the dues and duties levied on the foreiga 
trado of tho empire, nnd the central govern. 
ment aportion, Now the provineisl goveru- 
menta will not only lose the iagome they havé 
been, accustomed to receive, but thoy will 
have to augment their cuatributions to Pek.

meaus to which tho provincial governments 
will naturally tarn for compensation aro the 
likin offices, A government that has waged 
an unsuccessful war; and finds itself, when 
peace is at last secured, obliged to provides!

THE YATAL OOLLISION OF JAPA- 
NESE RTEAMERG, . 
DETAILS OF THE DISASTER, 

The Kobe Yushin Nippo publishes thie 
following account of the evllision of tha 
Konoura:maru, and the Hozui-mara on the 
13th June off Ludasoumi; Hiroshima prefeo~ 
tore, in whieh ‘the latter vesuel went down 
with seventeen perssne, including the cap- 
tain sod purser. Tho perticulars have been 
usoertained from the crew, The Kanoura- 
maru, (2,281 tont.gtoss) left Kobe at 21 
@.m, on the L1th June on a voyere to the 
Hokkaido, via Shinouoseki, with eight paw. 
eengers and a general cargo. Abuut 3 
ecluok on the morning of the 13th she reaoh- 
ed:Tudanoumi, Hirashima profeotuee, whon 
the weather was eo foggy that nothing oonld’ 
boscon. This partot the Island Sca—be- 
tween Ehime and Hiroshima prefectures—ia 
extremoly narrow, At this time the Lowi. 
mur wag sighted dose to the shore. she 
avemed to be going‘sstera, presnmably to 
hod to-seo, The Hozui was an old steamer

mart ia a cew ond‘ faster sleamers The 
Aozsi was overtaken and a opilision beoama 
imminent. Seoicg this, ail the crew of the 
Konoura got on dosk and commenced to-pro- 
pore for the accident. In an instant, ‘ie 
Xongura which is a bigh steamer struck the 
Hori, 2 low vessel, just before the bridge | 
on the portside, The captain of the Konoura 
attempted to boaodhis ship and the £fozui 
ag well, while the nos of bis ship was wedged. 
into the other, ‘ly captain of the Aozui, |° 
however, ordered his mon ‘to let go the au- 
olor, The offivers of the Xoaoure cried out, 
“It isdangerous!’ Presumably, the warn. 
ing wae not heard on tho LHozet, on account 
of the uproar, and ths avehor went down. 
Tho ships parted andthe Hozui immediately 
began to heel over tothe starboard and sunk, 
in six minutes, Thereupon, the Konours 
hoisted signale of distress, lowered two huats 
and rescued 30 persous, including pagsehgers 
and draw, who wereslrugeling for thoie lives 
in the water. A boat came off from the 
Kundjima light-houe ond: a number of 
fishing boats sppeard and reecued uthers, 
All the people wero landed on Kuno IsJand. 
The Konoura ‘suctolned damages about five 
feetin extent on tha bow below the water 
line, but not of acirious natare, A little 
leakage resulted, Ths eaptoin offered to 
take all the passengers who had been rescued 
to Kobe, but they ogreed to remain ashure 
With the orew of ths Lozui. The Konoura 
left Tadancumi on the afternoon uf the 13h, 
arriving at Kobe at8 p.m. on the following 
day. ‘the captain ({to Kozo) aod the purser 
{Tnkatani Gorojire) of tho Konoura immo- 
diately proceeded to Oseke, Syma of the 
bodies of the drowaed were not recuyored 
when the Konourateft the ecene of the 
calamity,’ Tho parser of tha Hori wan 
supposed to have beta drowued jo his ‘cabin, 
Mr Noda Masnori and Lient.-Col,

A vinlent noise os if a big gun hed 
boon ficed suddenly ‘startled them, at the 
same time causing a great ahock ta the 
steamer, which awekoued the passengers 
and brought them on the dcok to see 
What hud occurred, They found the Hozui, 
in a periloue poltion gradualiy sick. 
ing, The narrator, together with o few 
Othor passengers, immediately got oa 
a Japanese boat,-tohngiog to tho steamer 
and lowered it, At thie time the steamer 
yeas balf sunk, ‘the rops by which the 
boat was tastened tv tho etcamer's davite 
could not be out, andit was feared the buut 
Would go down withthe steamer, At this 
toomont the ssilure lowered auuother buat and 
(he occupants of the Japanesu buat got inte 
it, Auumber of pusengers. were.aeeu on
